Extract of a letter from on boardthe Braakel, in Yar- 
mouth Roads. 


I write to acquaint. you,. that on the 25th ult. at a 
bout half paft 12, A. M. the Naffau ran on fhore on 
the Hake Sands, on the north fide of the Texel, and 
was lof; the furf ran fo high that it was with great dife 
ficulty any perfoa was faved ; however, [ jumped over 
board the next day, about 5 o’clock P, M. when it 
was beginning to grow dark, and was picked up by the 
Jaloufe’s jolly-boat, which had only three oars on board ; 
and as we could net fetch the fhip we ftood to fea all 
night, and ai ten o’clock next day (Saturday) were ta- 
ken up at fea, out of fight of land, by a Pruflian galliot; 
the fea ran very high, and we had no water or provilions 
on board. I have loit every {itch of clothes I had ex: 
cept the clothes on my back. Few or none faved any 
thing, except what they had on.

T'wo Hambargh mails are now again due ; but pri 
vate letters received by the laft are faid to {tate, that 
fince the departure of the French refident from that 
city, the republican party had become very clamorous, 
and expreffed themfelves with great boldacfs refpecting 
the affair of Napper Tandy ; and it is added, that great 
apprehenfions were entertained that a commotion would 
take place, unlefs the King of Pruflia interfered to pre- 
vent it. ‘ 

A letter from an officer in the 11th regiment of light 
dragoons, ftates as follows :—** This corps, landed 
eight troops at the Helder, 506 flrong ; and although 
we were in the engagements of the 2d, 6th, and gth, 
we loft only 50 men. No officers were either killed 
or wounded. The Dutch cavalry were very inferior to 
the French, and were unable to make any refiftance. 
We were frequently engaged with the French huflars, 
but always found them very inferior in difcipline. They 
did not ufe the Auftrian iword exercife. ‘They wore 
helmets, the fkaiPof which was brafs, and had chains 
hanging down their backs and fhoulders, to protect 
them; notwithitandiag which, our men, owing to the 
ufe of the fword, had much the fuperority : and on the 
2d of October, in which engagement the French ac- 
count for only 50 men killed, our corps alone killed up- 


wards of 200 of their huflars, exclufive of the troops of 


the line, which on that day were immenfe.

MELANCHOLY ACCIDENT. 

The melancholy accident which befel Mr Robinfon 
and his wife and fervant, near Stone in Staffordthire, 
has never been corredlly given in any of the news pa- 
pers. The coachman was ill on the roof, and the paf- 
fengers in the coach were fix in number, viz. Mr and 
Mrs Robinfon, their maid-fervant, a failor, and two 
gentlemen. One of them obferving that the coach was 
driving too clofe to the railing on the fide of the river, 
which rans parallel with the road, fpoke to the driver 
to keep farther off, and on the whecl touching one of 
the potts, he was fharply remon@rated with, but re- 
plied, there was no more danger than ona floor. In 
about a minute after, the edge of the bank gave way 
under the fore-wheel, and the coach, horfes, and the 
paffengers fell inftantly over into the river. 

The failor was the firlt who extricated himfelf from 
the infide of the coach, and, indeed, the osly perfon 
who feemed to have the lea{t prefence of mind or a&ti- 
vity. After having aflifted the two gentlemen to get 
out of the coach, he, with much difficulty, got Mr Ro- 
binfon out, but perceiving Mrs Robinfon and her maid 
in great extremity, he quitted Mr R + who unfor- 
tuzately was not able to get on fhore, being carried 
down by the itrength of the ftream, and it was three 
days before his body was found. On the failor {wim- 
ming to the coach again, he got hold of Mrs “obinion’s 
maid, but after every exertion he was unable to: relieve 
her, as the old lady clung fo falt to her that he was ob- 
liged to quit them, being nearly exhaulled, and with 
fome difficulty reached the fhore. 

In a few minutes after, he perceived the young wo- 
man had extricated herfeif from the coach, and was 
floating down the ftream, calling to the other perfons 
toafiift her, which determined him to make another ef- 
fort to releafe Mrs Robinfon, as he doubted not the relt 
could fave the young woman, which they certainly 
might have done, had they but fortunately had fuflicient 
prefence of mind to have held out a {tick to her, as the 
was found in about half an hour afterwards hanging by 
a branch of a willow which fhe caught with her hand, 
but was then quite dead. The humane and courageous 
failor fucceeded in bringing the unfortunate Mrs Robin- 
fon on fhore, asd conveyed her to the neareit cottage, 
where, had the means recommended by the Humane 
Society been immediately refortec! to, {he might probably 
have been faved, as her body was not cold.

GREENOCK—Nov. 6. 

On Sunday evening lat, we had a moft treménduous 
ftorm from the north welt; it began about ten, and 
continued with unabating fury till towards morning. 
During the day, it had blowa from the fouthward with 
very heavy rain, towards evening it fhifted to the 
ealtward, whence it again came round to the fouth- 
ward. During the time the wind was from the eait- 
waid, the thip Thomas, Capt. Barcray (a running 
thip) from Jamaica, and a floop, owing to the ebb tide, 
came to off the old Cloch bay; and when the ttorm 
came on from the north wett, being then ona lee fhore, 
both veflels were obliged to cut away their malts, to 
prevent their ‘going oa fhorey and both providentiaily 
rode out the ftorm. “On Monday morning when the 
gale abated, the ‘Thomas was fo near the ‘rocks that fhe 
was only io five fathoms water; the wreck was cleared 
away, and the was towed up in fafety here, the fame 
evening.
